Moreover, American occupa- 
tion of Japan was becoming 
too costly and therefore the 
Yogical measure was to allow 
the Japanese some of 
national defence syatent of 
{ts own, It is probably 
captions to recall now that 
Japan's postwar constitution 
specifically vtates: “the 
Japanese people forever re- 
nounce war and wir poten 
Cal will onexyer he main 
tained.” No amendment to 
the constitulion was tecded 
to rearm Japan however, Cor 
rearmament was instigated 
adn defensive measure, not 
AX a weapon oof future ux: 
Kression, The Japanese 
Government bent over back- 
wards to preserve this 
iMusion, ‘To have an army, 
says Mr Yoshida, does not 
constitute having on war 
potential, He makes the 
specious plea that in Japan’s 
case the army is merely 2 
peace-preserving force, that 
the war-renouneing = Con- 
stitution even allows the 
defence build-up, Yet it is 
undeniable that the safe. 
guards provided in the two 
bills passed by the Japanese 
lower house Inst week do not 
by any means guarantee! 
that the  su-called ‘self 
defence forces” will never 
wbo used for war, 


HESE bills in fact provide 
plenty of room for 
Manoeuvrability by the 
generation of — militarists 
who still survive jn Japan. 
In fact if military 
extremists re-enter the 
Government they will 
find au ready ~ made 
Instrument for controlling 
the nation and shaping ao 
dictatorship, There is no 
likelihood of this happening 
in the Immediate future 
even though Mr Yoshida’s 
Government hag been 
severely shaken recently 
by the bribery seandals and 
by its failure to grapple 
with the country’s econumic 
problems. Mr Yoshida, it is 
said, is in no immediate 
danger of losing the 
Premicrehip because there 
jg no likely successor on 
the entire political scene, 
Far from producing com- 
fort this thought arouses 
the gravest doubta about 
the future — trend of 
Japanese politics. We need 
not suppose that in the 
future Japan will neces- 
sarily or even consciously 
embark on a war directéd 
at the control of Asia as in 
1942. Thero ia ample scopo 
and many pretexts already 
for “assistance” to be given 
to many of its unfortunate 
neighbours threatened by 
the ndvance of Communiam. 
What nobler aim conld the 
Qggressore have than that 
they were helping to defeat 
Communiam in Asia? In the 
light of these considera- 
‘tions it’ is imposalblo to 
claini that the many fears 
held about tho recont trond 
of events in Japan are 
groungless . and if the 
Western world was realis-. 
tic enough: to. undorstand 
‘that Japan | muat bo 
ollowed tb rearm, It is 
right td inslat that propor 
anfoguards be taken. to 
provot , tho. dreaded 
resurgence © of - militariam 
if that. country ond to pre- 
vont the destruction of ita

The Western Powery oppose ar 
ceasefire without guarantees 
because they say it would leive 
the Vietminh with large areax 
from which to penetrate the 
rest Of Indo-China by  under- 
ground means, 

Mr Anthony Eden and Mr 
Vyucheslay, Molotov, the British 
and Soviet Foreign Ministers, 
are due to meet befors — the 
second ression opens in the 
Palace of Nations to resolve ua 
procedural difficulty which arose 
at othe very first) session on 
Saturday.

A WRANGLE 

‘The Western Powers and all

“Ble Five" includin Com-~ 
munist Ching, or the ning states 
who began the meeting on 
Saturday, 

Tt was lett 
Powers to settle 
outalde the conference room 
and Mr Eden) and Mr Molotov 
are expected to find an answer 
before the delegates reassemble 
this afternoon. 

Tf procedural questions do not 
again hold up the conference, 
Mr Pham van Dong, Vietminh 
Deputy Prime Minister, will 
continue the speech he began 
on Saturday. 

The Communists have already 
implied that they will reject 
France's plan for an armistice 
that would mean the complete 
withdrawal of the Vietminh 
forces from Lavs and Cambodia 
and thetr regroupment within 
specified regions in Victnam.

“It was within - the frame- 
work of operational necessities 
{hat I took the responslblility of 
choosing Dien Blen Phu, — this 
choleo also hus bern approved 
by the Government,” 
Gen. Navarre said. 

The French Commander said 
dhe decision to plant a garrison 
in the far-off Thal country had 
been taken Jast autumn when 
the Vicetminh was on the point 
of invading Laos. 

“In the face of the Red threat, 
it was a question of finding In 
the high region an anchor-point 
for our forces, one placed near 
the principal Hnes of Vieteninh 
communication between north 
Vietnam ond Luang Prabang,” 
Gen, Navarre sald. 

The Dien Bien Phu site wus 
chosen because it afforded ter- 
rain for a landing fleld to which 
parachute — reinforcements could 
be dropped. 

DENIES DIFFERENCES 

Gen, Navarre denied there 
was 4 difference of views be- 
tween him and Gen. Rene 
Cogny, French Commander in 
the Tonkin area, cither in tho 
selection of the Dien Bien Phu 
site or subsequent battle tactics, 

“Such an allegation its totally 
inexact.’ I chose Dien Bien Phu 
In comploie accord with Gen. 
Cogny,"” he sald, 

Gen, Navarre said that after 
the s‘rongpoint haf been ene 
circled, he and Gen, Cogny hid 
considered plans to relieve the 
embattled garrison by attacking 
supply routes of Gen. Vo Nguyen 
Glap'’s forces. 

Meanwhile, ‘French forces 
throughout the Delta area wero 
ordered to tighten defences in 
preparation for o Communist 
thrust by the elite forces that 
smothered Dien Bien Phu in 
support of Red guerillas now 
rampant In the rice-rich region.

“The Vietnamese people have 
always desired to achieve the 
independence and liberation of 
Vietnam Lo oa peaceful way and 
that was why with France tho 
Democratle Republic of Vietnam 
signtcd in 194 the French- 
Vietnamese agreement, 

“It was only after the French 
colonialists violated the ogree~ 
ment and \imposed war om the 
Vietnamese‘ “people that _ tha 
Vietnamese people were com- 
peélled to tale up -arms in 
resistance.

Italian Customs men 
selzed over a ton of Ameri- 
cum cigarettes after a run- 
ning gun fight near here to- 
day. 

A motorcycle Customs patrol 
saw a heavily-laden lorry drive 
away from a lonely Adriatic 
beach shortly before dawn, The 
smugglers tricd to knock 
pursuing Customs men off their 
motorcycles by bombarding 
them with cartons which burst 
showering the pursuers with o 
hall of cigarettes. * 

“The leader of the patrol drew 
level and fired at the lorry 
driver who, with the’ others on 
board, leapt from the lorry and 
dishppeared into the nin.-foot 
high reeds of the Meaturo River 
marshlands. 

Examination of the lorry 
revealed a new tobacco smuggler 
route across Europe. Tho cases 
had been shipped from the 
United States to Hamburg, then 
to the Yugoslav port of Rijeka 
(the former Fiume) and were 
finally run across the Adriatic 
to near Fano, which is 30 miles 
northwest of the big port

PENURY 
TO 
SUCCESS

ON again Burlington 
House in Piccadilly, 
graveyard of 10 many works 
of art and pinnacle of suc- 
cess for the creators of 
others, stages one of the 
outstanding events of the 
London season — the Sum- 
mer Exhibition of the Royal 
Academy, {n which £50,000 
worth of exhibits may be 
expected to bring to the 
artists concerned something 
like £16,000 in sales, 


To get “hung” here fs to tho 
artist what a Wembley Cup 
Final medal is to the footballer 
or an Oscar award to a film star, 
although there is often better 
consolation for the rejected 
artist, for fame often comes to 
the painter of a work spurned 
by the Hanging Committce 
which subsequently catches the 
Public fancy. 


Burlington House and tha 
Academy are ox rich in history 
as two  cld = masters, This 
Academy hom: Is on an historle 
site, Tho flvst Eart of Burling- 
ton bullt it for himself in the 
reign of Charles I, and it be- 
came famous fer Its fashionable 
orstmblies ard parties, where to 
be secn one was considered to 
have entered socitty.

The house was then q red 
brick mansion sheltered = from 
the gaze of the common pcople

Thire was nothing commer- 
clat about the Royal Academy 
when it was first established, 
Exhibits wero meant to be 
mere examples of what painters 
could achieve and the sale of a 
picture wes never attempted, 
this in contrast to ‘he modem 
emphasis on sales, which hava 
rarely totalled less than £10,000 
in more recent years, 

Only 136 pictur:s from 50 
arttsis were bung at the first 
exhibition in those early days, 
but by the year 1792, when Sir 
Joshua Reynolds, ite first pre+ 
sidcnt, died, there were 760 
pictures and the Academy re 
eceipia rose from a mere £700 
to £2,000. Thus did it becomo 
self-supporting after a period of 
trlal amd error, during which It 
becama necessary to accept 
Royal guarantee for on over~ 
draft, Indeed, in 1799 tho 
Royal Academy was able to 
moke the extraordinary grant 
of £500 towams the expenses 
of the war with France and the 
quelling of trouble in Ireland 
and in India, 


Founded 1768 


To give it dts full title, “The 
Royal Academy of Arts in 
Lendon” was founded in 1768 
for the purpose of “cultivating 
and improving the arts of 
painting, sculpture, and architec- 
ture,” but the idea behind the 
Academy originally cropped up 
in 1617 In a scheme laid before 
James I which was baulked by 
the death of the Sovereign. 

It was revived when Charles I- 
established a “‘gchool” for in~ 
struction fn thaj ants, sclences 
and “other gentlemanly ac- 
complishments.” Tt wil somes 
what under the iron rute of 
Cromwell, who soon put a stop, 
yboit temporary,’ to whet tho 
uritans regarded as “this tom- 
foolery.” But the si of

LAW REFORMS 


Among the law reforms prow 
posed by tho present Lord 
Chancellor of England, there ja 
one “to improve the character 
of juries," which inoludea the 
abrogation of the barbarous 
custom of famishing and starving 
them into unanimity; dis- 
tinction between special and 
common jutors is to bo 
abolished—that Is, we presumo 
apecial jurors wlll be required 
to serve with common jurors In 
the trial of criminal cnses; and 
the prisoner’s as in Scotland, is 
to have the right of commenting 
on the evidence after it Is closed, 
Unanimity is stl to be In- 
dispensable, though if the jury 
cannot all agree within a speci- 
fled time, they are to be dis 
charged, ond another balloted 
for to try the case over agdin; s0 
that, if not withdrawn, it might, 
and in Ireland almost certainly 
would, last for a generation. It 
{ts strange with what peértinacity 
English Judges adhere to this 
Musion; for surely they mutst 
Imow that it is next to tmpossl- 
ble that twelve men, indifferent- 
ly chosen, and capable of form- 
Ing an apinfon, should come to . 
the same conclusion. on 
any important point that ad- 
mitted of thelr differing; so 
that their unanimity in such 
cases is almost alwiys the re- 
ault of a compromise by tha 
minority. Lord Langdale some 
years ago proposed that nine 
out of twelve should be en- 
bled to return a verdict; and 
the principle, besides having 
been in operation in tland 
from time immemorial, has 
been Sdopied with great advantage 
here in Hongkong. and we believe 
in tho Mauritius, while a committee 
has also recommended it to tha 
Jamaica House of Agsombly. In
